FISH HANDLERS OF FULTON 
MARKET ERECT SMITH BANNER 


Workers Where Governor Once 
Was Employed Cheer for Presi- 
dential Candidate.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The fish 
handlers of Fulton Market, where 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith worked as a 
youth, announced their politics to- 
day by stringing a banner across 
South street emblazoning the pref- 


erence of the United Sea Food 
Workers’ Union for Smith and 
Robinson. 

Several hundred fish handlers 


paused from their labors while the 
banner was raised to the top of 
two 40-foot poles. They cheered 
as the likeness of their former fel- 
low worker fluttered in the breeze. 

Among those who watched the 


banner raising was Tom Mulvihill, 


the Governor's first cousin. He 
paused a few moments from trun- 
dling his hand truck to talk about 
his kinsman. The two have marked 
resmblance in appearance. 

Mulvihill implied that the Gov- 
ernor did not take readily to the 
fish business and much preferred 
his later job as process server. 

“That gave him more time and 
opportunity to keep up his many 
social contacts,” he said. “He was 
always in demand at social gather- 
ings and was always the life of the 
party.”

phlet issued today by the Repub- 
lican National Committee. Such 
charges were declared to have been 
“wilfully or ignorantly” made. 

Further, it Was asserted that 
Hoover's record declares a ‘“‘con- 
sistent friendship for the farmer,” 
and that he did “his utmost to pro- 
tect and secure fair and generous 
dealing to the wheat growers, hog 
producers and other farmers of the 
| country for their war-time efforts. ° 
| The committee declared that 
with the Allied governments pre- 
paring to use their concentrated 
buying power to fix wheat prices 
at $1.50 to $1.80 per bushel and 
the Government price for the 1918 | 
crop already set at $2 per bushel 
by Congress, President Wilson ap- 
pointed a committee to look fur- 
ther into the situation and that this 
body, at a meeting which Hoover 
diu not attend, arrived at $2.20 per 
bushel as a fair return to the 
farmer. 

President Wilson Quoted. 


To substantiate this President 
Wilson was quoted as saying in a 
statement issued Aug. 30, 1917: 

“The price recommended by that 
committee, $2.20 per bushel at 
Chicago for the basic grade, will 
be rigidly adhered to by the food 
administration. Mr. Hoover, at 
his express wish, has taken no 
part in the deliberations of the 
committee on whose recommenda- 
tion I determined the Government's 
fair price, nor has he in any way 
intimated an opinion regarding 
that price.” 

Hoover's record, it was declared, 
discloses him as a “close student 
of agriculture and a true friend 
of the farmers of the nation” 
through the following activities:

They said I was 
a ‘reg-lar guy’ and ‘Princed’ me

would eventually bark!” 

When the Prince returned from 
Canada he was struck with the 
possibilities of emigration as a 
means Of solution to the unemploy- 
ment problem in England, but he 
did not at any time consider that 
in emigration alone lay the full 
remedy to this question.

ceeding overseas with a view to 
finding work when they get there.

He 
is of the opinion that it is of more 
moment to exploit the wealth of 
the land than to arrue about how 
such exploitation is to be achieved.
